ORDER 

New Delhi, the 27th July, 1990 

S.O. 594(E) .—Whereas sub-section (1) of section 48 of the Muld-Sta 
Cooperative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) (hereinafter referred to as tl 
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‘Act’) provides that where the Board of Directors of a multi-state cooperative 
society is superseded, the Central Registrar may appoint one or more adminis¬ 
trators to manage the affairs of the society for luch period not exceeding one 
year which period may, at the discretion of the Central Registrar, be extended 
from time to time, so, however, that the aggregate period does not exceed two 
years; 


And whereas, the said period of two years for the appointment of an 
administrator in respect of National Cooperative Consumers Federation of India 
Ltd., New Delhi expired on 14-10-89; 


And whereas, the period of appointment of the administrator was extended 
-for a further period upto 30-6-90 and 30-7-90 by granting an exemption from 
the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 48 of the Act in respect of the 
National Cooperative Consumers Federation of India Limited as per S.O. No. 
796(E) dated 9th October, 1989 of the Government of India and S.O. No. 
519(E) dated 28th June, 1990 j effectively, 

And whereas, the Department of Civil Supplies, the administrative depart¬ 
ment for the National Cooperative Consumers Federation of India Limited has 
recommended the continuance of the administrator for a further period upto 
31st August, 1990 to enable the National Cooperative Consumers Federation 
of India Limited to reconstitute the Board of Directors of the National Co¬ 
operative Consumers Federation of India Limited. 

And whereas, the Department of Agiiculture and Cooperation consider¬ 
ed it necessary further to extend the period of exemption beyond 30th July, 
1990 and upto 31st August, 1990 from the provi ions of sub-section (1) of 
section 48 of the Act for the purpose of holding election to the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the National Cooperative Consumers Federation of India Limited. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 99 of the Act, the Central Government hereby exempts the National 
Cooperative Consumers Federation of India Limited, New Delhi from the 
provisions of sub-section (1) of section 48 of the Act to the extent that the 
administrator will manage the affairs of the National Cooperative Consumers 
Federation of India Limited for a further period upto 3Ft August, 199G. 
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
